They are ſuch reachers, that with feigned words, and through coverouſ- 
neſs, made merchandize of us, and do upon the people ; who by oppreſlion 
maintain themſelyes and wives in pride and idleneſs, in Hoods, Veils, and 
changeable ſuirs of Apparel; who go inthe way of Ca!z, to envy, murder, 
and pcrlecute; and after the error of Balaam,who loved the wages of Unrigh- 

| tconſneſs, following, after gifts and rewards,which the Apoſtle cryed againſt, 
and therefore we deny them, 2 Pct.2. Iude 17, 

They are ſuch Teachers that have told us,the Stecplchouſe hath been rhe 
Chureh; whenasthe Scripture ſaith, the Church is in God, and therefore

They are ſuch Teachers as have told us, the Letter was the Word,whenas 
the Letter faith, God is the Word, therefore we deny them, Ioh.1.1, 

»» They are luch Teachers as have told us, the Letter was the Light,whenas 
the Letter ſaith, Chriſt js the Light, therefore we deny them, 1loh.t.1.ig, and 
8.13. 

They are ſuch Teachers as ſprinckle Intants, calling ic an Ordinance of 
Chriſt, and baptizing into the Faith, into the Church, whenas the Scriprure 
laith no ſuch « run and therefore we deny them ; bur the Baptiſm by one 
Spirit into one Body we own, I Cor.12.13, 

They are ſuch Teachers as tell people of a Sacrament, for which there is 
not one Scripture, and fo feed the people with their own inventions, and 
therefore we deny them, but the T able and ſupper of the Lord we own, ICor, 
T9, 

They are ſuch Teachers as tell people, that Matthew, Mark, Luke , and 
Toba, isthe Goſpel, which are bur the Letrer, The Lamb of God which takes 
away the ſins of the world, is elad tydings to poor captives; glad tydings were 
promiſed before the Letter was written, the ſced of the woman ſhall bruiſe tbe 
Serpents head ,and be ſhall be alight untothe Gentiles. The Letter is a Decla- 
ration of the Goſpel,and many have the Letter but notChriſt;but we having 
received the Goſpel, know them to be no Miniſters of it,and therefore we de- 
ny them,Gen.3.15. Luke 1.1, 

They are ſuch Miniſters asgoto Oxford and Cambridge, and call them the 
Well-heads of Divinity, and lo deny the Fountain of living mercies ; and 
therethey ſtudy, and read books, and old Authors, and furniſh themſelves 
with Philoſophy, and fine words, and ocher mens matter, and when they 
come again, they ſell it to poor people; whenas the Apoſtle ſaith, He was nor 
mede a Miniſter by the will of man, andtharthe Golpel which he preached 
was notof man, nor had he received it from man, neither was he gs it, 
and denyed all his learning which he had got by the will of man at rhe feer 
of Gamalicl: And ſo finding rhem inthe will of man, preaching by the will 
of man, we cannot but deny thagn. Gal. 1. 

They are ſuch Teachers tharrell people that Hebrew and Greek is the O- 
rigina),whenas the Apoftle ſpake in the Hebrew rongue tothe Hebrews, who 
heard him in their own Janguage , and yet perlecuted him; and the 
{5:echs, who had the Goſpel in their own tongues, ſaid , The Crols of Chriſt 
es [oo/iſhneſs ; theſe who bad the Scripture ip their own languages , were 

as 


as ignorant of the life of them as our naturall Priefis, who ſpend ſo much 
rime in learning a naturall Language, tofinde out what thoſe meanc thar 
ſpoke forth the Scriprure , who make poor people belceve, that to know a 
naturall Tongue, is the means rounderitand the Ociginall; rhe Word which 
is the Original,was before all languages were,the // ord was in the beginniags 
which Word was made manifeſt in all the children of Ged, who ſpake forth 
the Scripture: holy men of God ſpoke as chey were moved by the holy 
Ghoſt, Now all ye learned ones, Where is your Originall ? here you and 
your Originall is razed out from the Word, which is the Original which rhc 
Apoſtles preached amongitthe Hebrews andGyreehs,which was before tongues 
were, and your Original], which will break all your rongues and Original to 
pieces. Pilate had your Or:ginall of Hebrew, Greek, and Latine, who crucified 
Chriſt: he that draws back into many Languages, as into Hebrew and Greek, 
draws back into the naturalls, and ſo draws into confuſion ; bur the Min:- 
ſrers of God,who preach the everlaſting Goſpel which endures for ever,draw 
up into our Language; and ſo rhe Prieits, and all that trade into natural lan- 
guages, we utrerly deny, 45.321 Cor. 1.13. Iohnig.25. 

They arc ſuch Teachers as hayetold us , that the Steeplchou'e- is rhe 
Terple, whenas the Apoſtle ſaid, Your bodies are the Temple of tie holy Graft: 
and Stephen was ſtoned to death for witneſſing againſt the Temple, who laid, 
God, that madc tl e world, dwels not in Temples made withbands:and here l find- 
ing them in the generation that hold up the figures, and deny the ſubſrance, 
and to be ignorant of thar Spirir that gave forth the Scriptmes , we cannoc 
bur deny them, I Co7.6.19, As 7. 

They are ſuch Prieſts that rake Tyrhes, the tenth of mens labours, and 
cſtares, and thoſe that will notgive them , they ſue atthe Law, and hale 
before Courts and Seflions, yea, even thoſe they call rheir own people, 
their own Pariſhioners: Levi, according ro the Law, received Tythes, and 
he had a command to ſer open his gates, thatthe ſtrangers and rhe father- 
leſs ſhould come within his Gates, and be ſatisfied and filled ; bur we 
finde none more pirtileſs of the Fatherleſs and Widows then they, and the 
Strangers they complain againſt ro Juſtices, and perſecure, ( though they 
neither ſeek to them, nor others, for any outward thing ) as wanderers, and 
here they walk contrary tothe old Law: and the; Apoſtle in his Epiſtle to 
the Hebrews, ſaid , The Priefbood being changed , there muſt of neceſſity 
alſo be a change of the Law; and we witneis both rhe Prieſth»od and the Law 
changed; but they that take Tyrhes, and they that pay Tyrhes, according ta 
the old Covenant, deny Jeſus Chriſt, rhe everlaſting Prieſthood, to be come 
inthe fleſh, and here theſe Prieſts ſew themſclyes tobe Antichuilt , thar 
are entered intothe world, and oppreſs the Creation , whenas Jeſus Chriſc 
ſaid, Freely ye bave received, frecly grue: And the Apoſtle ſaid, Vas there a 
wiſe man amongſt them that went to Law one with another ? Here they are 
evill Examplestothe people, to ſue, wrangle, and contend, and walk out of 
the ſteps of Chriſt,and all the holy men of God, yea,they exceed all rhe falle 
Prophers in wickedneſs, for we do not readthat ever any of them ſued men ar 
the Law, and therefore cannot bur utterly deny them,.. Dext. 14 29. Heb, 
7.12, 1 | 
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Pigs, Geeſe, Eggs, Cheries, Plumbs, take Io.s. for preaching a Funeral! 
Sermon, more or leſs, as they can get it, and 19, 5. torthe death of a man, 
and mency out of Servants wages, and money for {moke paſſing up the 
Chimneys, and Eaſter-Reckonings, and Midlummer-dues, and money for 
Churching of Women, and thus by every device get Money, and burthen 
poor people that labour very hard , and can ſcarce get food and rayment, 
to maintain them in idlenels and pride : Theſe are they that have hearts 
exerciſed with Coverouſneſs, burhening the truth, and waking the free” 
Goſpel chargeable if the Apoſtle were here, he would be athamed of 
them, and lo are we, and therefore turn from them, .anddeny them , 
2 Pct.2.3. 

They are ſuch Prieſts as not only take Tythes and Money for many other 
things of their own hearts, and ſue rhem ar the Law torit, but they rake 
money of them they do no work tor, but only rail againſt them, and ſay, They 
that wait at the Altar are partak*rs with the Altar , bur live of them who 
are not of rhe Altar, and lay, The Labourer is worthy of his hire, but take 
wages of them that have not hired them, and ifrhey wit notgive it them,caſt 
them into. priſon, or taketheir goods by Juſtices Warrants: theſe are they 
that Chriſt cryed wo againſt, who lay heavy burthens upon the people, who 
oppre's tender Con/cicnces that own the everlaſting Hieh Pricfi: Where do 
they finde any of the Miniſters of Ch:i5t bargaining tor ſo much a Year? 
Here they abide nor inthe Do(t/2ne of Chriſts, bur are Hirelings, aud therefore 
we deny them: Mat.23.2. ; 

They are ſuchPreachers as have told us, They have been Gifted men, 
and we find inthe Scriptures, That the G'ft of God is free, and not to be 
bought and ſold for Monez: and 1b ſaid, VV:ſdome is not to be purchaſed for 
Money nor Gold; but they will not ſell their Gift under 200, 1, 109.1. 89,1, 
or 50.1, a Yeer, more or leſs, as they can get n: Here we findthey have nor 
received the Gift of God, bur are like S:mon Magi, and therefore we deny 
them, As 8.20. Iob.28. 

They are Babylous Merchants, that make a trade of the Scriptures , and 
the Saints conditions , which the Prophets and Apoſtles ſpoke forth freely, 
without Money, and withour Price, and bad all come freely. How many 
hundred thonſand pounds in' England 15 gained by the Scriprure, and 
humene authors joyned to it? Where is there a _ proficable Trade 7 
here they make the Striprures their cloak and colour to get money by, and 
{o make an 1doll of it, and if any come ro witneſs ittulfilled, as it was in 
rhem that gave it forth, they cry out to the Magiſtrates againſt them as blaſ- 
phemers and deceivers: And if they anſwer, He that adminiſters ſpirituall 
chings, ought ro reap carnalls, let him conſider, the 45oſt/e wrote not that 
ro the world, but ro theſe that rhey had gathered out of the world, to whom 
the ends of the world were come:and let them gather people out of the world 
and then thry ſhall nor need to bargain with them tor things of the world, 
bur their crading is with the World , ' and therefore we deny them: * 1/7,

Theſe are they that uſe their tongues, and ſay, The Lord ſaith, whenas the 
Scriptures ſay ſo, and the Lord never ſpake torhem, ley. 23.30, 

Theſe are they of whom the Lord ſpeaks, 1 am again(t all ſuch as ſteals 
myVVord, everyone from ba Neighbour: and ſowe are againſt all ſuch 
as Icremial was ſent to cry wo againſt, the Paſtors rhart now Real the words 
of the Prophers, of Chriſt, and tbe Apoſtles, the Lord hath ſhaken his 
Hand art their,diſhoneſt Gain, and tro them belong the Plagues that aie 
written in the Bovk they make a Trade on , for adding to irtheir own In- 
ventions, therefore do we come out fiom amongſt them, and deny them, 
Ier.23.31. 

Theſe are they of whom the Apoſtle ſpeak, That creep into bonuſes, leadtag 
filly women captive, which are led away with diverſc luls, which be ever learning, 
but never able to come to the knowledge of the truth; though ſome have learned 
fifty, ſixty, or ſeventy yeers, coverous, proud, high-minded, ſelf-willed, 1o- 
vers of pleaſures more then lovers of God, who have gorten a form of grdli- 
ne{s, but deny the power thercof, from which the Apoltle badrturn away, and 
lo do we, 2 Tim.3.6. 

They are ſuch Teachers thar gave us, and give people Davids condi- 
tions in Meeter, and when we had no underſtanding, we ſung after them, as 
ignorant people do now, his tremblings, his quakings, his weepings, faſt- 
ings, Prayers and Prophefies; and when we ſung, we put off our Hats, and 
when they read them, we kept them on, and ſo they cauſedus to worſhip 
the works of their own hands : here they ſhew the Spirit of Error , making 
wicked peopletoſing, O Lord 1 am notpuft in minde, I bave no ſcornfull 
eye , I do.aot exerciſe my ſelſe in things that beto high: when they are putt 
in minde, and have ſcornfull eyes, and do exerciſe themſelves in things thar 
be roo high, and arc full of Filth, Pride, and Loftineſs, and can ſcarce 
look at one another : here they make puore people to offer a Sacrifice of 
lyes, and make them hypocrites, deceiving themſelves, ſaying what they 
arenot; burthe finging with the Spirit, and Underſtanding , we own:

They are ſuch Teachers as deny the conditions that the Saints witnel- 
ſed, wiz. Trembling and | Quaking , whenas we finde the Holy Men of 
God that gave forth rhe Scriptures , witneſſed ſuch things , Moſes who 
was Judge over all [ſracl, feared, quaked, and rrembled exceedingly : and 
the Son of man was is eat his bread with quaking: and Danie! the man of 
God, trembled and was aſtoniſhe 6; and Jeremiah, rhe Propher of the Lord, 
recled to and fro like a Drunken man, and all his bones did ſhake: and David 
who was King , trembled and quaked : and Ephraim, when he trembled 
wasexalte© in 1{rac): and Habbakhuk, who was a Propher, trembled, his 


belly Mook, his lips quivered; and Iſaac, in who the Seed was called,

tremble excecdingly: And Paul, a Miniſter of Chriſt, trembled: Bur they 
make a ſcorn ot trembling and quaking, and ſhew themſelves ignorant 
and ſcrangers tothe Lite and Power of God, as their Generation cver was, 
who {till made a ſcorn and reproach of the holy men of God , that trem- 
bled and quaked; Butthe Seed of Ged , and the Prophers, and the Ser- 
vants of the Lord, we own, and their Conditions we witneis, and there- 
zorc all the Prieſts ( and them that deny the holy Men of God ) we ut- 
terly deny : Hibrews 12,21.

tbat ſits by, letthe firſt bo'd bis peace, for all may propbeſie one byonc, 
that God in all things may be glorifngg, and you edified, and the Spirits of 
the Proj bets are ſubjc to the Prophet, and God isthe Author of Peace, and” 
nat of Con{uſion: and chis was in all re Churches of the Saints, But now if 
any man ceme among them whilethey are Speaking, or when they have 
done, and be moved to ſpeak any thing , rhem of their Church, the Rude 
Maultitude, fall upon bim, with ſraves, : and punches, and knocks him 
down with ſtones, ſkewing themiclves to be of that Generation thar ſto- 
ned Stephe; to death, and the Prieſts call ro the Officers to take him ro the 
Stocks, and tocarty him beforc the Magiſtrate, and from thence he is ſent 
to Priſon, and called a Diſcurber of the Peace.

Ts are ſuch Teachers as haverold us, we ſhould never be made free 
from fin while we are upon earth; whenas the Apoſtle ſaich, They were 
made free from finne, he thanks God, and had pur eff the body of finne ; 
ſo we finde they had told us lies contrary to the Scripture , and the Apoſtle 
faith, YVhile we were ſervants of ſinne we werefreefrom righteouſutfs; o in 
that ſtate we findthem, and therefore we deny them. And they have 
rold us, none ſhall ever be ſantified, nor the body of fin deſtroyed, nor 
clenſed from {in whilerthey are upon the earth; whenas the Apoſtle ſaid, 
They were ſanttified, and the blood of leſus Chrift clenſeth from al ſine ; 
and the Miniſters of God ſaid, they reigned as Kings : And bere they deny 
the Scriptures, and therefore we deny them. And they deny the begorten 
Son of Ccd which finneth not; and calierh ir blaſphemy tor any to wit- 
neſs that born which ſins not , whenthe Scripture ſaith, He that is born of 
God ſinneth not, neither can he fin, becauſe he is born of God , an4 the 
ſeed of Godremains in him; and he that commitrs fin is of the Devill, and 
hereby arethe children of God made manifeſt,and the chi!dren of the cev;j1, 
and as hc is,ſo ate we inthis preſent world,& a good tree cannot bring forth

They are ſuch Teachers that ſay Revelations are ceaſcd, and deny Reve- 
lations,and ſo deny the Son; For no man knows the Father, but be to whom the 
Sox reveals him 3 and no man knows the things of God, but the Spirit of God, 
and hc te whom the Spirit revea's them ; And the Apoltle ſaid, 1t pleaſed the Fa- 
ther toreveal bus Son ta him: And iohethat denies Revelations , denies both 
the Father, and the Son, and the Spirit : Theſe are the Prieſts who talk of 
Religion, and have gotten a form to trade with , and have reccived things 
by tradition, bur are ignorant of God, and of the Spirit , by which all the 
Saints were ever guided,andtherefore we deny them, Mat. 11,27, I Cor..t1, 
Gal.1.16. Phil. 2.15. 

Therefore all people conſider what you do, and hold up , and worſhip, 
for the Worſhip is bur one, and the Word is but one, and the Baptiſm,js bur 
one, and the Church is bur one, and the Way is but one,and the Light js bur 
one,and the Power is but one; but they that are without have many ccachers. 
many ways, many opinions, and judgments, and many Sets; but we have 
bur one Prieſt which is over the bouſhold of God , and theretore arc all of 
one heait and ſoul, 

Moved of the Lord, written from the Spirit of the Lord, for the clenfing 
of the Land of all falſe Teachers, Seducers and Deccivers,and Witches,who 
beguilethe People,and Inchanters,and Diviners, and Sorcerers, and Hire- 
lings, and that isfor the good of all people that tear the Lord, and own Je- 
ſus Chriſt, to be their reacher, 

From them whom the world ſcornfully calls quakers , bur quaking and 
trembling, we own, elſe we ſhould deny the Scriptures, and the holy men of 
God, bur che Scriptures we own, andthe holy men of God; therefore wee 
deny all who deny quaking. 

If you ſay, thele things are frivolous things, which you have taught us, 
then we have been taught frivolous things all this while ; bur we finde all 
theſe things frivolous things, wind and air, and therefore we deny them,
